OUTING TO SEDGWIGK, MARCH. Three members of the club joined in the 
visit of the V.F.N. Club, hosted by the Bendigo Field Naturalist 
Ciub at Sédewick., The camp site about 3 miles from Sedgwick was 
delightfully peaceful and afforded good birding ovportunities, On 
Saturday parties visited Mt, Alexander, and an area of Ordovician 
slates and sandstones containing fossils of large Graptolites, 

On Sunday a large party visited the columns on the Campaspe 
44yver near Barfold. The country south of Sedgwick is composed of 
metamorphosed granodiorite, but as we travelled further south east 
she effects of the more recent lava flows became evident, in the 
forms of rocky outcrops and flat topped residual hills, We lunched 
at Turpin Falls and then proceeded to the banks of the Campaspe 
iver east of Barfold. After a rather slippery tumble down to the 
oveek bed, we obseryed “50° columns on the gorge face. Many columns 
have been dislodged by erosion and now rest on each other in heaps 
Blong the bottom of the gorge. In other areas the columns have been 
reduced to ‘pavements’ in the river bed, Downstream a lava tunnel 
caused by fluid lava draining out was noted, We climbed out of the 
gorge at Mitchell Falls. Miss Herbert informed me that these falls 
were named after early pioneers in the area, who for many years 
produced very fine flavoured small "cheeses. at their homestead. 
Best plant - a very large specimen of the "Anchor plant", Discaria - 
pubesceus, ;

- of. Native Rats in Mt. Cole area (Geeiung Fieid Nats Survey) but we've 
paly seen one in a nest in an old ferret box in the garage, and it 
dicu't have those two big rodent teeth but a whole row of little 
snarp small teeth, though we Cozldn't find a pouch, It was much 
sw? Ler animal, only as big as an ordinary rat with a long narrow 
oso and big dark eyes.
